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Campaign Season Starts Aug. 21 
Who’s Running? Not Running? 





Ready to start talking about 
the November election? No, no, 
not THAT November election. 
The Greenbelt City Council elec- 
tion, which happens every two 
years. 

Although pre-election buzz has 
been more noticeable this year 
than in 2015, it’s been long on 
gossip and short on facts. That 
will start to change soon. In 
a little more than two weeks, 
incumbents and the challengers 
will begin circulating petitions 
and filing papers to have their 
names placed on the ballot for 
the Tuesday, November 7, 2017 
city election. 

Candidate packets containing 
all the necessary information and 
forms for running for office will 
be available at the city clerk’s 
office in the Municipal Build- 
ing, 25 Crescent Road, beginning 
Monday, August 21. Candidates 
may file until 5 p.m. on Monday, 
September 25.

Under the city’s current law, 
any “qualified voter” of the city 
may run for city council. A 
qualified voter is a resident of 
the city who is registered to vote 
at a Greenbelt residence address 
and eligible to vote in Prince 
George’s County. That means 
voters must be 18 by election 
day, but discussion is still un- 
derway about whether to expand 
voting eligibility in city elections 
to include 16- and 17-year-olds. 

Greenbelt has a seven-member 
council, all of whom are elected 
at large for two-year terms: that 
is, there are no wards or districts 
in Greenbelt and each voter may 
vote for up to seven candidates. 
Elections are nonpartisan. 

No separate contest is held 
to run for the office of mayor. 
Both the mayor and mayor pro 
tem are elected by the city coun- 
cil. While the council is autho- 
rized by the city charter to se- 
lect whichever of its members it 


chooses to fill these positions, it 
traditionally has elected the two 
members who received the high- 
est and second-highest number of 
votes in the city election. 
Every Vote Does Count 

Voters sometimes say it is not 
worth their while to come out 
and vote if who will be elected 
to council appears to be a fore- 
gone conclusion. In this case, 
however, when the positions of 
mayor and mayor pro tem will 
almost surely be determined on 
the basis of the votes of the 
residents, it is no exaggeration to 
say that, in city elections, every 
vote counts. 

Forms, Forms, Forms 

To run for office, would-be 
candidates must complete the 
following forms, most of which 
must be notarized, and submit 
them to the city clerk for cer- 
tification no later than 5 p.m. 
on September 25. A nomination

Proposal for New Townhomes 
Presented to the City Council 


The July 24 Greenbelt City 
Council worksession was to have 
been a brainstorming session 
about what to do next in light 
of the General Services Admin- 
istration’s decision to cancel the 
project to build a new FBI fa- 
cility, possibly at the Greenbelt 
Metro Station. However, two 
other items had to be added to 
the meeting, leaving little time 
to brainstorm (see separate sto- 
ry). Instead, much of council’s 
time was occupied by problems 
in building a connecting path 
from the new development at the 
Greenbelt Metro Station (also a 
separate story) and a proposal 
for townhouse development next 
to Capitol Office Park and the 
Federal District Courthouse on 
Cherrywood Lane. Because of 
the large number of people in 
attendance for this matter, it be- 
came the first 1tem to be consid- 
ered by council. 

History 

All the land north of Cherry- 
wood Lane between Kenilworth 
Avenue and the Capital Beltway 
was a part of the Beltsville Agri- 
cultural Research Center, except 
for three privately held small 
parcels totaling 15.9 acres that for 
many years have been owned by 
the owners of Capital Office Park. 
The courthouse was built on a 
portion of Beltsville Agricultural 
Research Center land. The three 
privately held parcels are within 
the city limits and originally pur- 
chased by the Federal government 
for the Greenbelt project in the 
mid-1930s.

When the government sold 
Greenbelt in the early 1950s, a 
partnership acquired these parcels 
and the land that became Capital 
Office Park. Later, the partner- 
ship was restructured with some 
developing the hotel that is now 
a Marriott. The remainder devel- 
oped the office park in the 1980s, 
but not the three parcels. 

Subsequently the partnership 
sold Capital Office Park and the 
three parcels to Mack-Cali, a real 
estate investment trust, and more 
recently Mack-Cali put all its 
Greenbelt land up for sale. 

John Pellerito, director of 
Cushman-Wakefield, a com- 
mercial real estate broker, told 
council of its brokering the sale 
of the office park in 2016 at a 
time when there was a high va- 
cancy rate in the suburban com- 
mercial office building market 
and this office park was only 


60 percent leased. Cushman- 
Wakefield sent notices of the sale 
offering to 3,600 potential buy- 
ers, heard from 13 and received 
three bids. The office park was 
sold to Morning Calm Manage- 
ment, LLC, of West Palm Beach, 
Fla., according to Pellerito, for 
$49,000,000 or $61.75 per square 
foot, far less than the estimated 
building replacement cost of 
$240 per square foot. 
Townhouses 

No one was interested in pur- 
chasing the three small vacant 
parcels. Now, homebuilder NVR, 
Inc., has taken an interest in 
buying the land to develop 163 
three-to-four-story townhomes, 
16 to 24 feet wide. Brian Af- 
nan, director-land for NVR, told 
council it was seeking the city’s 
feedback for this undertaking.

Council Brainstorming Session 
Considers Alternatives to FBI

It took more than an hour for 
the Greenbelt City Council to get 
to the planned subject for its July 
24 worksession, a brainstorming 
session on what to do about the 
recent decision of the General 
Services Administration (GSA) 
to abandon a proposal to build 
a new FBI headquarters facility, 
with one possible location being 
at the Greenbelt Metro Station. 
The council first had to consider 
two added issues, a proposal to 
build townhouses next to Capital 
Office Park and the U.S. District 
Courthouse and a staff report out- 
lining Washington Metropolitan 
Area Transit Authority (WMATA) 
construction requirements for a 
temporary trail between new de- 
velopment at the South Core of 
Greenbelt Station and the Metro 
station (see separate stories). 

The city council, county and 
state officials had strongly sup- 
ported bringing the FBI to Green- 
belt, but now, not only the future 
of that facility, but the future of 
proposed mixed-use office-com- 
mercial-residential development 
to be built at the Metro station 
parking lot was left in limbo. 

Patiently waiting for other 
business to be conducted were 
Todd Turner, Greenbelt’s district 
member of the Prince George’s 
County Council, Mark (Kap) 
Kapastin, owner-representative for 
Beltway Plaza Mall, Patricia Wal- 
ters of the Greenbelt Community 
Development Corporation and a 
half-dozen or so residents. 


County 

Turner said all county, state 
and area city officials were dis- 
appointed with the GSA deci- 
sion. However, he “would not 
foreclose us from doing an alter- 
native.” He noted the city had 
already sent a letter requesting 
GSA to consider the Metro sta- 
tion site for other federal proj- 
ects. He suggested sending an- 
other letter saying that the Green- 
belt Station planned development 
“was still open for business.” 

Councilmember Judith Davis 
noted that the State Highway 
Administration had announced it 
had shelved the planning of addi- 
tional interchange roads from the 
Capital Beltway to the Metro sta- 
tion even though the work “was 
90 percent done.” She urged the 
city and county to advocate to 
the state that it keep the project 
going forward. 

Davis also said the city need- 
ed to work with the county Eco- 
nomic Development Council. 
“We can’t do it on our own,” 
she said. 

Mayor Emmett Jordan asked 
Turner how the city could get 
the county to be more support- 
ive, noting the county’s efforts in 
College Park and Largo. Turner 
responded, “You have to be the 
catalyst.” The county will come 
in to assist, he said, but the city 
needs to tell the county what it 
wants in the way of help.

Never let a 
stranger into your house. 

I asked for a card to pretend 
I would get back to him. Didn’t 
get one. Put up a sign: No door 
to door. Energy companies, this 
includes you. 

Whoever shows up, say no. 
Go online and look for reviews 
of the company first. Most of 
them do one of two things. E1- 
ther they only give you a one- 
year contract and then as much 
as double your price, or the low 
fixed price only applies during 
seasons of low use and there are 
big surcharges for AC or, in GHI, 
heating, which 1s often electrical. 
Some of them make cancellation 
so hard it take months while they 
dole out new rules you have to

follow or “lose” your records. 
That’s aside from rudeness, in- 
timidation, abusive and even rac- 
ist remarks. Say no. 

Never sign an agreement un- 
less you get possession of it and 
can read it in private without the 
sales rep breathing down your 
neck, when you have time. Any 
company that won’t let you do 
that doesn’t deserve your money.

I would also advise that resi- 
dents verify that whatever utility 
company they’re dealing with 
is reputable.

Greenbelter Carissa Ralbovsky 
Wins National Service Award

Turner noted that a new retail 
study by the county had been 
released. The study stresses the 
need for a point person for retail 
development. Davis asked staff to 
obtain copies of the report. 

Councilmember Konrad Her- 
ling pointed out that of the five 
major cities within the county, 
Greenbelt was the only one with- 
out an economic development 
director. Turner responded he 
would leave that matter up to 
the city. 

Herling also proposed estab- 
lishing a circulator bus within 
the city and asked Turner if the 
city should pursue exploring 
this with the county. Turner re- 
sponded that Bowie had studied 
the idea and it had not proved to 
be workable there. He felt there 
would be insufficient ridership to 
be successful. 

Innovative Center 

Walters advocated the city 
becoming an “innovative center, 
particularly in robotics and ar- 
tificial intelligence.” She noted 
the city’s proximity to Goddard 
Space Flight Center and the Uni- 
versity of Maryland. She felt 
the city should labor to have the 
Metro station site become a tech- 
nology center. Such development 
would provide internships and 
high-paying jobs for the Green- 
belt area. 

Walters also advocated green, 
sustainable housing construction 
and electric power independence 
by implementing solar field tech- 
nology. 

Lastly, she urged the city to 
have 10-, 20-, 40- and 50-year 
plans. “What do you want? 
Think big,” she advocated. 

Jordan asked Walters if the 
Greenbelt Community Develop- 
ment Corporation meetings were 
open and who was on board. 
She responded that there would 
be monthly meetings and that 
by-laws for the organization were 
being drafted. Presently there 
were “about four” members but 
Walters invited more to join. 

Beltway Plaza 

Kapastin said Beltway Plaza 


He noted it was 99.5 percent 
leased. While that was good, 
he noted it could be temporary. 
The center is paying Greenbelt’s 
“exorbitant” licensing fees plus 
taxes. He noted that retail busi- 
ness was under a lot of pressure. 
On-line purchasing is reducing 
the need for brick-and-mortar 
businesses. 

When driving around Green- 
belt, Kapastin said he noted 
fewer people on the street than 
in other areas and those seen 
were not as young nor as rich 
and were not buying at Beltway 
Plaza. Greenbelters should buy 
locally, he advocated. “The Belt- 
way Plaza should be a destination 
place,” he said. 

Previously, Kapastin proposed 
converting the shopping center 
into a town center format and 
adding residential units, ideas 
that have failed to obtain city 
council support. He again told 
council of the need to modernize 
the center. He thought there was 
a need to emphasize development 
of more food and entertainment 
facilities and items that cannot 
be purchased over the internet. 
He advocated more interaction 
with the arts. He felt that such 
efforts could begin right now. It 
was noted that a new restaurant, 
Charbroil and Grill, was to open 
that same week. 

South Core 

Norman Rivera, representing 
Greenbelt Station South Core 
developer NVR, noted his client’s 
continuing effort to complete a 
connecting trail from the South 
Core to the Metro station. When 
asked the status of the North 
Core development agreement 
between WMATA and developer 
Renard Development Company, 
LLC, the response was that it 
was in a State of flux but still 
intact.

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The Woodlands of GHI 


Benefit the Community

The City of Greenbelt and 
Greenbelt Homes Inc. (GHI) are 
known for the woods, and that’s 
how everyone likes it. But the 
woods aren’t just there; they 
need care and understanding, 
like all living things. Greenbelt 
has placed much of its wooded 
land into a forest preserve. GHI 
has placed much of their wooded 
land into a Forest Conservation 
Management Agreement (FCMA). 
The FCMA is between owner 
of the land, GHI, and Prince 
George’s County and the State 
of Maryland, tax authorities. The 
city and the GHI situations are 
not the same. Locally, when the 
term Preserve or Forest Preserve 
is used, it generally refers to the 
city-owned woods. The GHI- 
owned woods are usually referred 
to as simply “the woodlands.” 

The GHI Woodlands Commit- 
tee looks after the GHI wood- 
lands, under the auspices of the 
GHI board of directors and with 
the help of the GHI maintenance 
director. The Woodlands Commit- 
tee is made up of interested GHI 
member volunteers approved by 
the board. The committee meets 
monthly and sponsors regular 
events related to the woodlands. 
Everyone is welcome to attend 
the meetings, which are held 
on the third Wednesday of each 
month at 7 p.m. in the GHI Ad- 
ministration Building. There is 
a growing Friends of the Wood- 
lands Committee, folks who vol- 
unteer to help on specific tasks 
or who adopt an area of GHI 
woodlands to steward. 

The GHI Woodlands Commit- 
tee tends the woodlands as di- 
rected by the FCMA. The FCMA 
dictates various management 
practices and in return the county 
and state give GHI significant tax 
breaks on the relevant acreage, 
thus saving all GHI members 
real estate tax dollars that would 
otherwise have to be collected as 
part of monthly member fees. 

Fighting non-native invasive 
vegetation is a major task of 
the Woodlands Committee, as is 
trail maintenance and community 
education. The committee, work- 
ing with members of the city’s 
Forest Preserve Advisory Board 
and Public Works Department, is 
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woodlands, starts off Ridge Rd. 


also trying to locate the bound- 
ary lines between the city and 
GHI within the wooded areas and 
especially along the many GHI 
woodlands trails. 

The GHI woodlands are man- 
aged for the benefit of the com- 
munity to provide improved air 
quality, erosion abatement and 
recreation. The trails are mini- 
mally maintained for able-bodied 
individuals to walk or hike in a 
safe, natural environment without 
undue impediments. Large logs 
are removed, vegetation is kept 
from encroaching on the trails 
and some stream crossings are 
provided. The trails are not in- 
tended for wheeled devices; the 
paved pathways of GHI are avail- 
able for those activities. 

Those with suggestions or 
requests regarding the GHI wood- 
lands should come to a Wood- 
lands Committee meeting. Com- 
munity feedback is important and 
the committee appreciates the 
opportunity to share woodland 
interests. George Bachman, GHI 
director of maintenance, GBach- 
man@GHI.coop, may also be 
contacted. 

There is a map of the GHI 
woodlands on the Woodlands 
Committee page of the GHI web- 
site, ghi.coop/content/woodlands- 
committee. The committee up- 
dates the maps with new trail 
names, landmarks and recognition 
of the boundaries. Agenda and 
minutes of Woodlands Commit- 
tee meetings and other files of 
interest are also available at that 
website.

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WMATA Notes Roadblocks 
On Greenbelt Station Trail 


After meeting earlier this year 
with Metro officials to imple- 
ment construction of a temporary 
trail to connect the new homes 
in Greenbelt Station South Core 
with the Greenbelt Metro station, 
city officials and new residents 
believed that the project would 
be put on track. However, re- 
cent preliminary comments by 
Washington Metropolitan Area 
Transit Authority (WMATA) staff 
at a field meeting with city plan- 
ners reveal new roadblocks for 
the project. Council discussed the 
status of this project at a July 24 
worksession. 

The temporary trail was to 
be put in place until the con- 
nector road that is to run from 
Greenbelt Road to the Capital 
Beltway is built. That will happen 
when the North Core property, 
the Metro station parking lot, is 
developed with mixed use office- 
commercial-residential. It was 
hoped that would take place soon 
if the Metro site were selected 
for construction of the new FBI 
headquarters. WMATA staff had 
been reluctant to build a tempo- 
rary trail if the site was to be 
selected for the FBI because a 
new parking garage that needed 
to be built would obstruct the 
trail route. 

However, at the earlier meet- 
ing, Metro officials appeared to 
be more open to the temporary 
construction even though the FBI 
site decision was still in limbo. 
They promised to look at the 
proposal and quickly get back to 
the city. 

While that promise was kept, 
Community Planner Jessica Bel- 
lah, said that acting on these 
preliminary comments could 
triple construction costs, delay 
construction and be of uncertain 
benefit, depending upon when 
development does take place on 
the Metro site. More detailed 
written comments from WMATA 
will be forthcoming in the next 
few weeks, she reported. 

New Requirements 

Bellah noted the following 
modifications: 

As proposed, the trail would 
have crossed the entry road from 
eastbound Capital Beltway to 
reach the station. However, the 
grade necessary to cross the ac- 
cess road would not satisfy the 
Americans with Disabilities Act 
standards and the trail would 
have to be bent further east, 
away from the station, crossing 
after the access road merges with 
a ring road around the metered 
parking lot. After the crossing, 
the temporary path would have 
to double back on the other side

of the road, cross a parking lot 
driveway entrance and then re- 
cross the ring road to access the 
station. 

A fence would need to be 
installed to prevent short-cutting. 

A traffic signal would need to 
be installed at the first crossing. 

Cameras would need to be 
installed at the crossing. 

Hard line call boxes would 
need to be installed. 

There would need to be a 
power connection separate from 
the Metro power connection. 

A speed study and a traffic en- 
gineering study would be needed 
to determine the placement of the 
signal. 

Area lighting would likely 
need to be upgraded in the vicin- 
ity of the trail. 

City staff estimates a six- 
month delay to assess WMATA 
comments. 

Construction costs could rise 
from around a half-million dollars 
to around a million-and-a-half. 

The earliest the trail could be 
constructed is two years, staff 
estimates. 

Comments 

Bellah told the council that 
the benefit of the temporary trail 
is unknown as it is dependent on 
how long it may be used before 
being replaced by a permanent 
road and sidewalks. That, in 
turn, is dependent on when, if 
ever, the property is developed. 

Norman Rivera, representing 
South Core builder NVR, told 
council that his client wants to 
push through the trail construc- 
tion. NVR is committed to do- 
ing it, he said. He also noted 
that the new homeowners were 
anxious to see the trail connec- 
tion built. 

The developers are currently 
providing bus service to the Met- 
ro station, but this commitment is 
to end this year. 

Mayor Emmett Jordan de- 
clared the preliminary comments 
to be “a disheartening decision.” 

Bellah told council that staff 
would request another workses- 
sion at a later date, once formal 
comments are received. Concur- 
rently, city and WMATA staff are 
working on a legal agreement, 
she noted. The developer had 
agreed to allocate $516,000 for 
the project, but additional costs 
are unfunded, she added. Staff 
would explore the possibility of 
grants. 

Councilmembers expressed the 
belief that WMATA should be 
participating more in the project. 
Councilmember Rodney Roberts 
opined that the city should build 
the trail up to the WMATA prop- 





erty line and WMATA should do 
the rest. 

Jordan suggested consider- 
ing an alternative route. Bellah 
responded that this had been 
previously considered and this 
route had been determined to be 
the best. There are environmen- 
tal issues involved in alternative 
routes. However, she suggested 
that constructing a boardwalk 
might be a possible alternative 
consideration. 

Residents present thanked 
councilmembers for their support. 
It was noted that the developer 
continues to advertise walking ac- 
cess to the station, although one 
sign at the development entrance 
had been removed. They raised 
the question of whether the de- 
veloper could provide more funds 
for the project. 

Councilmember Judith Davis 
responded that the development 
had provided the city with addi- 
tional funds, but these were allo- 
cated to other uses. She doubted 
that the developer would be will- 
ing to increase its commitment.

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County’s Pet Waste Campaign 
Expands to Include Greenbelt 


The City of Greenbelt Pub- 
lic Works Department, GHI’s 
Companion Animal Committee 
and Prince George’s County De- 
partment of Environment (DEP) 
have partnered up to remind dog 
owners to stop “poo-llution” by 
always picking up or “scooping 
the poop.” 

Greenbelt’s pet waste cam- 
paign encourages owners to throw 
out dog waste using a bio-degrad- 
able bag or flush waste — but not 
the bag — down the toilet. Take 
multiple bags on walks, just in 
case. Avoid letting a dog defecate 
within 200 feet of a water body. 
Additionally, keep an eye out in 
your own yard and scoop imme- 
diately every time. Never throw 
dog waste in a compost bin or 
down a storm drain. Volunteer 
to stencil storm drain inlets by 
contacting DEP at 301-883-5822. 

What happens if you don’t 
scoop the poop? Pet waste is 
more than smelly and unsightly: 
it is a health risk to the environ-

ment, pets and people, especially 
children. Whenever it rains, pet 
waste left on the ground gets 
flushed into the nearest storm 
drain, stream, river, lake and, ul- 
timately, the Chesapeake Bay. It 
adds unsafe levels of bacteria and 
nutrients to local waters when not 
disposed of properly, making the 
water unfit for irrigation, recre- 
ation or other uses. 

Furthermore, it is against the 
law in the City of Greenbelt and 
Prince George’s County to leave 
pet waste upon public or private 
property and could result in a 
municipal infraction. Refer to 
City Code Chapter 3 (Animals), 
Sec. 3-66 Defecation; removal of 
excrement at greenbeltmd.gov/ 
documentcenter/View/46. Like- 
wise, the GHI Member Handbook 
states “no condition in violation 
of health and safety shall be al- 
lowed, e.g., pet feces must be 
promptly removed and properly 
disposed of.” The GHI Member 
Handbook reinforces “companion 


animal guardians/custodians shall 
keep their unit and yard clean 
and sanitary and promptly remove 
and dispose of feces deposited by 
their companion animal(s) in both 
their own and other members’ 
yards and common areas, includ- 
ing on sidewalks.” 

Help spread the word, join 
the campaign and get others in- 
volved, installing pet disposal 
facilities, poop scoopers and other 
convenient items to encourage 
owners to clean up after their 
pets. Most importantly, always 
clean up after your dog on walks 
and remind others to do the 
same. After all, less pet waste on 
the ground means a happier and 
healthier watershed for all.

petition bearing the signatures of 
at least 50 registered city voters 
must be obtained. Each petition 
page identifies the candidate, 
the candidate’s address of legal 
residence, and the signature and 
residence address of the person 
circulating that page of the peti- 
tion. 

An acceptance of the nomina- 
tion form certifies the nominee’s 
commitment to serve if elected. 
An affidavit of candidate form 
provides personal identifying in- 
formation. 

A detailed financial disclosure 
statement provides for a declara- 
tion of business, investment and 
real estate interests held by the 
nominee and immediate family, 
as well as sources of specified 
income and debt. Incumbent 
candidates who have already 
filed their forms for 2016 are 
not required to file again if their 
circumstances have not changed. 

In addition, candidates must 
submit a form designating their 
appointed treasurer and including 
the person’s acceptance of ap- 
pointment in writing. 

Ballot 

As soon as the September 
25 filing deadline has passed at 
5 p.m., the ballot can be estab- 
lished. At 7:30 p.m. in the Mu- 
nicipal Building, the candidates 
will draw for ballot position by 
lottery. In a second drawing, 
they choose the location of their 
election signs on poles to be 
posted in designated locations 
by the city. The city’s Board of 
Elections oversees these draw- 
ings, which are open to the pub- 
lic. 

Penalties Are No Joke 

Certified candidates must file 
reports of campaign contributions 
and expenditures at three points 
in time. This year the two in- 
terim reports are due by noon 
on Friday, September 29 and 
Friday, October 27, with the final 
report due following the election 
by noon on Friday, November 
10. With some items excepted, 
candidates are required to report 
the totals of all contributions and 
expenditures and to itemize items 
in excess of $25. These reports 
are kept in the city clerk’s office 
and are open to public inspection 
during business hours. 

The penalties are severe for 
not submitting these reports on 
time or for failure to maintain 
the appointment of a treasurer. A 


candidate not in compliance will 
be deemed unqualified and the 
person’s name will be removed 
from the ballot prior to the elec- 
tion. A candidate who falls out 
of compliance after the election 
will not be sworn in without 
complying. Furthermore, no one 
who is in violation of a city law 
or reporting requirement may run 
as a candidate or submit a nomi- 
nation petition in any future city 
election. 
Voter Registration 

For anyone thinking of run- 
ning for city council, signing 
a candidate’s petition or voting 
in the city election, it is never 
too early to take care of voter 
registration. For anyone not al- 
ready registered at a Greenbelt 
residence address or who needs 
to update registration information, 
the deadline for this election is 
Monday, October 9. 

Voters can look to see if their 
registration information is correct 
by going to the voter services 
section (on the Hot Topics menu) 
of the website of the State Board 
of Elections at elections.state. 
md.us. Disregard the polling 
places given there, however, since 
with the exception of the Com- 
munity Center they do not apply 
to city elections. 

Students living in Greenbelt 
who are enrolled at colleges and 
universities in Maryland are eli- 
gible to register if they consider 
their school address to be their 
“official” or “permanent” home. 
Go to elections.state.md.us to 
register. 

Anyone with a Maryland driv- 
er’s license or Motor Vehicle 
Administration identification card 
can register to vote or make cor- 
rections to registration informa- 
tion online at the State Board 
of Elections website. For those 
who prefer paper, forms can be 
printed from the state website and 
returned by U.S. mail. Forms 
are also available at the public 
library, at the city clerk’s of- 
fice or from the Prince George’s 
County Board of Elections at 
301-341-7300. Paper forms must 
be received by the county prior 
to 4:30 p.m. on the October 9 
deadline. 

Early & Absentee Voting 

More detailed information on 
early and absentee voting will be 
provided in this paper closer to 
the time voting begins, but the 
dates should be noted by people 
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planning to run for office as well 
as by voters. Early voting has 
increased each year in Green- 
belt, and the day is gone when 
candidates could afford to wait 
until Election Day to get their 
message out. 

Early voting is available in 
two forms in Greenbelt. Any 
registered voter who prefers not 
to vote at the polling place (no 
excuse required) may vote by ab- 
sentee ballot, either by U.S. mail 
or in person at the Municipal 
Building beginning Wednesday, 
October 18 and ending at 6 p.m. 
on Election Day. 

Early voting by voting ma- 
chine will be available to all 
voters in the Municipal Building 
at specified times from Monday, 
October 23 through Friday, No- 
vember 3. Weekend early voting 
will be available to all city voters 
at the Springhill Lake Recreation 
Center Club House on Saturday 
and Sunday, October 21 and 22, 
and in the Schrom Hills Park 
Community Room on Saturday 
and Sunday, October 28 and 29.

While this use is permitted 
under the current office building 
zone, Community Planner Jes- 
sica Bellah advised council that 
the land is within a Development 
District Overlay Zone with only 
specified uses that would not 
permit the proposed development. 
To be allowed, the Development 
District’s list of permitted uses 
would have to be amended by the 
Prince George’s County District 
Council (the county council when 
it meets on zoning matters). 

Reaction 

Mayor Emmett Jordan pointed 
out that the proposal would have 
to be referred to the Greenbelt 
Advisory Planning Board for re- 
view and recommendation before 
the council could take a position 


on the matter. However, the 
comments expressed by some 
of the councilmembers and Bel- 
lah in her staff report indicated 
preference for the property being 
developed in some other manner. 

Bellah advised the council 
that the proposed use would not 
be the highest and best use for 
the land. It failed to sufficiently 
capitalize on existing transpor- 
tation systems in the area. Its 
walking-distance proximity to 
Metro provided opportunity for 
development at a higher density, 
she thought. The development 
would offer little in the way of 
recreational opportunities, failing 
to address current city needs in 
Greenbelt West. Finally, she be- 
lieved the proposed development

King Kirby Opens at GAC 


Aficionados of 
super-hero (and 
super-villain) com- | 
ic books, which] — 
thrived from the 
1930s until recently 
and are now in- 
spiring blockbuster 
movies, will revel 
in Off The Quill’s 
(OTQ) exciting 
production of King 
Kirby at Greenbelt 
Arts Center. 

Make way 
for The Incred- | 
ible Hulk, Captain 
America, The X- 
Men, The Aveng- 
ers and other pop 
cultural icons from 
the teeming brain 
and drawing board 
of cartoonist Jack 
Kirby. Even aging curmudgeons 
like me will be impressed by 
OTQ’s trademark kinetic en- 
ergy, beautifully choreographed 
fight scenes and gripping and 
informative videography. Most of 
all, audiences will be moved by 
the deeply human story told by 
wonderfully skilled actors at the 
heart of all the flash, bells and 
whistles. 

The central conceit of that 
story, written by wife/husband 
team Crystal Skillman and Fred 
Van Lente, is that Jack Kirby has 
been unfairly denied his prop- 
ers, cast into the shadows by 
his partner, rival and sometime 
friend Stan Lee, a virtual demi- 
god at contemporary comic-cons. 
The much slicker, ruthless Lee 
schmoozes businessmen, has law- 
yers rig contracts and runs off 
with the lion’s share of the profit 
and glory. 

We share Kirby’s successes 
and woes as he narrates his rocky 
adolescence in a tough Jewish 
neighborhood on the Lower East 
Side where fighting Irish Catholic 
kids was a necessity for survival. 
We follow him from the poverty 
of his sweatshop-employed dad 
to his falling in love with his 
wife-to-be Roz, fighting Nazis 
in World War II, enduring anti- 
Semitic treatment, marriage and 
four kids, betrayal by Lee and 
eventual recognition as the genius 
he is at comic-cons in the 1980s. 

After Kirby’s death his origi- 
nal work sold for millions at 
Sotheby’s in the 1990s. 

King Kirby clicks beautifully 
on all levels. The acting and 
choreography, sound, lighting and 
skillful blocking all blend seam- 
lessly for an hour and 40 minutes 
without intermission. The audi- 
ence experiences constant action 
flowing forward without a lull or 
a longueur. 

Josh Mooney is superb as Jack 
Kirby (nee Jacob Kurtzberg):

childlike, enthusiastic and imbued 
with wonder as he comes into his 
power as an artist — toughening 
up as he deals with anti-Semitism 
and Stan Lee’s Machiavellian 
maneuvers. 

Erik Harrison as Stan Lee (nee 
Stanley Lieber) is a worthy foil 
for Kirby. He morphs from nerdy 
office boy into a cagey power 
broker with Hollywood sleek 
good looks. 

It’s a pleasure to watch 
Mooney and Harrison unfold 
their finely etched character dif- 
ferences in their brotherly dance 
of rivalry, a tad like Cain and 
Abel. 

Jenny Oberholzer is excellent 
as the mousy but shrewd and 
loving Roz who sees the very 
talented, very good man under- 
neath Kirby’s insecurities. Fortu- 
nately, she manipulates Kirby as 
a good woman should manipulate 
a needy man; she even sends him 
love poetry by Elizabeth Bar- 
rett Browning to the battlefront. 
When Kirby responds totally 
naively to Roz’s 
tentative flirting by 
saying “I’ll show 
you my etchings,” 
she is disarmed by 
realizing that he 
actually does have 
etchings. 

The redoubtable 
Michael J. Dom- 
broski (Hamlet in 
an earlier appear- 
ance) plays Kirby’s 
buddy and chief 
booster smoothly 
and loyally until a
